23, when he 
negotiated a bargain (or stock at 1740, 
(or which be gave bis note with Tobiaa 
Ward. He waa verbally endorsed, it ia 
s«id, by tha proprietors of tha Farm- 
ers' bank 
of Illiopolis. 
The note 


waa made payable August 26, 1893. 
The bank president, the bill cites, char- 
aoterized Soott as being "as good as 
wheat" and Deo. 29 Messrs. Rakestraw 
& Watt were indnoed to part with an- 
other consignment tor a note ot 8957. 
Shortly afterward the first note was sold 
10 W. H, Henahie, ot Blue Mound and 
when it became due the owner sued on it 
and obtained a judgment and the bill of 
sale, it is aaiii. waa purchased by the 
Farmers' bank ot Illiopolis, and instead 
of seizing Soott'a property, they took a 
chattel mortgage. When Bakatraw & 
Watt undertook to close on their note of 
$957 they fonnd that Scott's property 
was all mortgaged to the bank. 


The plaintiffs claim that Soott now has 


notes on deposit at the bank more than 
sufficient to discharge all his indebted- 
ness, and that the chattel mortgage was 
unlawfully given without consideration 
and for the purpose of defeating hia 
creditors. On the other hend the bank 
officials claim that no cotes are on de- 
posit there.
